That is the danger of the new credits being sucked into 
Wall Street brokers’ offices for use in another speculative orgy. 
The absorption of national credit for stock speculation during the 
last boom, draining the life blood from legitimate business and sound 
property, was one of the principal causes of the general collapse. 
It is desirable that securities should rise, to restore values, provide 
a larger basis of credits and increase genera! buying power. But it will 
be \ery unfortunate if this is accomplished by letting stock gamblers 
grab money intended for the loosening of frozen bank assets and the re­ 
lief of nierchants. manufacturers and real estate owners.

To unprejudiced observers it has been dear for weeks that Japan 
seeks to goad the Chinese government into declaring war because of the 
aggressive policies of the Japanese in Manchuria. 
Of course, China, 
bankrupt, dismembered, faction-ridden and in a military" sense patheti­ 
cally weak, is in no position to make effective defense. In a conflict be­ 
tween the two nations, Japan, after a series of easy victories, probably 
would annex Manchuria, or, at least, the southern part of that rich 
province. 
Doubtless the League of Nations and the United States govern­ 
ment tire fully aware of the facts and probabilities of the Manchurian sit­ 
uation. That is why so little of consequence has been done, or even 
said, in Geneva and Washington concerning the menacing events in the 
far east. The notes sent to Tokyo have been apologetic and perfunctory. 
Apparently the purpose is to mobilize opinion throughout the world 
against Japan and compel U to renounce or postpone its Manchurian de­ 
signs.

When I was a child in an isolated 
rural district, diphtheria was a word 
which was uttered with great horror. 
To hear of a child having this dis­ 
ease was to expect to hear soon of 
his death. In the farmhouse where 
f spent the summer six children of 
one family died from diphtheria 
about 50 years ago. 
At that time 
it was the most deadly of all dis­ 
eases, the terror of parents and the 
despair of doctors. 
In New York 
City, in 1884, the year in which I 
was born, 80 Vhilcfren out of every 
100 contracting 
the disease died 
from i t 
Antitoxin was discovered in 1892 
and its use developed gradually with 
the next few years. 
By 1900 the 
death rate dropped to 15 per 100 
cases, and in 1928 it was only 
per 100. 
Perhaps those deaths oc­ 
curred because the disease was not 
diagnosed early enough and the ap­ 
plication of the antitoxin came toe 
late. 
Today we can guarantee our chil­ 
dren almost 100 per cent against 
contracting diphtheria, even when 
exposed to it, thanks to toxin anti­ 
toxin and toxoid. Every well-trained 
doctor knows about It and nearly all 
intelligent parents have their chil­ 
dren immunized against diphtheria 
at an early age. The ideal time is 
between six months and one year of 
age, or later if it is not done then. 
Practically all community health de­ 
partm ents and school doctors offer 
the immunizing free of charge. 


Schick, an Austrian, discovered 
th at If a very small amount of toxin 
were injected into the skin, a person 
susceptible of diphtheria would re­ 
spond by a reddening of the skin at 
the place of injection, while one im­ 
mune against diphtheria w ould show 
no inflammation, 


By this simple method many are 
found to be naturally immune and 
they need no further protection' 
Virtually all doctors, public health 
and public school authorities recom­ 
mend the following plan for pre­ 
venting diphtheria: 
1. Schick test by the school phy­ 
sician of all school children and ac­ 
tive immunization only of those 
found susceptible.

tween six months and one year of 
age. 
By such measures diphtheria vir­ 
tually has been wiped out of whole 
cities. There are communities where 
this disease is entirely absent. I can 
think of no greater blessing to hu­ 
manity.

Bird-banding is widely recognized 
as a valuable means of studying the 
life and habits of the birds of this 
continent. By a co-operative ar­ 
rangement 
between 
the national 
parks branch of the Canadian de­ 
partm ent of the interior and the 
United States Biological Survey rec­ 
ords of the birds banded in the two 
countries are kept and made use of 
for the better conservation of this 
valuable resource. 
An example of how the move­ 
ments of birds may be traced by 
banding was siiown in the recovery 
in South America late last year of a 
Swainson’s hawk (Zutea swainsont) 
which had been banded in Western 
Canada. The Swainson’s hawk 
is 
very beneficial to agriculture 
be­ 
cause of the destruction it causes 
among small mammal pests, such as 
ground squirrels and gophers, which 
it consumes in large numbers, says 
a Canadian Government bulletin in 
telling of the tracing of the hawk 
and goes on: 
“The recovery of the hawk was 
reported in December 1930 and It 
was stated that the bird wore a red 
celluloid ring with the inscription 
‘50 Canada.’ The unusual style of 
band attracted widespread atten­ 
tion and inquiries through the press 
and by radio, brought word to the 
commisssioner of the national parks 
of Canada that the hawk had been 
banded by Messrs. Glen and Jack 
F. Schwerdfager, of 
Halkirk, 
Al­ 
berta during 1929. The young hawks 
which they had .raised and tamed 
were banded with 
poultry 
bands 
with the inscription *49 Canada’ and 
50 Canada.’ They disappeared dur­ 
ing the fall migration period. 
“Official bands used under the 
international co-operative plan are 
of aluminum or copper and are in­ 
scribed with a serial number and an 
abbreviation of the legend ‘Notify 
3iological Survey, Washington, D. 
C. 
Full information on the subject 
of banding birds in Canada will be 
supplied by the National Parks of 
Canada, department of the interior, 
Ottawa.”

Report $60,000 Weekly Be 
ing Raised By Capone 8 
Followers To Fight 
Case 


Price Of Alcohol Goes Up As 
Underworld Hopes To 
Keep Capone Out 
Of Prison

CHICAGO, 
Oct. 
20.— With 
A1 
Capone facing “ a federal rap” pos­ 
sibly seventeen years in prison—the 
Chicago underworld, of which he is 
the supreme dictator, is going to the 
front for him with coin of the realm. 
A “Capone fund” aggregating $50,000 
a week is being raised, it was learned 
today. 
Every speakeasy in Chicago is con­ 
tributing in this manner to the fund. 
The Capone syndicate has jlapped 
an extra $2 on the price of every 
five-gallon can of alcohol sold in 
the city. 
Some time ago the price 
of these five-gallon cans was “peg­ 
ged” at $30. 
It has now jumped to 
$32 a can to every saloonkeeper. The 
$2 goes to the fund. 
$50,000 Weekly 
Twenty five thousand five-gallons 
cans of alcohol are sold weekly in 
the Chicago metropolitan 
district. 
This means an added 
revenue 
of 
“fifty grand” a week which is to be 
used to help Capone in his fight 
against imprisonment and to make 
him as comfortable as it is possible 
to be in prison in the event he 
is 
forced to do a long “stretch.” 
Capone’s conviction is the topic of 
conversation 
in 
every 
speakeasy, 
beer flat and roadhouse in Chicago. 
The unanimous opinion in this lower 
strata is that "The big fellow” 
is 
getting a rough deal, 
Capone is 
well liked for he has brought a sem­ 
blance of harmony out of the chaos 
in the underworld. 
It is only with­ 
in the last year that Capone has be­ 
come the absolute dictator of Chica­ 
go’s underwork! and violence 
has 
dropped to a 
much 
lower 
level. 
Tilings are more "business-like,” say 
the speakeasy proprietors. 
How long a prison term 
Capone 
will get, and who will succeed him 
as Chicago’s underworld king, are 
subjects that are 
evoking 
endless 
discussion in the speakeasies 
and 
among the sporting element of the 
town. 
Nobody knows the answer 
to the first question but, in answer­ 
ing the last question, many persons 
well-informed on underworld de­ 
velopments say: 
"Frankie Rio,” 
Rio Is Smart 
Frankie Rio is a close friend 
of 
Capone. 
Rio was with Capone in 
Philadelphia when the latter was ar­ 
rested for carrying a gun and forced 
to serve a year’s sentence in a Phil­ 
adelphia jail in 1929. 
Rio is des­ 
cribed as a “smart man”—almost as 
good an organizer as Capone. 
All other candidates apparently 
are "out.” 
The status of virtually 
every underworld leader in Chicago 
has been reduced since the rise 
of 
Capone to the top. 
Such men 
as 
George 
("Bugs”) 
Moran, 
"Tough 
Tony” Capezio. Johnny Moore, Joe 
Frisco, 
Johnny 
Patton, 
formerly 
known as the “Boy Mayor of Burn­ 
ham.” Jack Delaney, George Howlett 
and Rocco De Grazzto are no longer 
powerful in the sens« 
that 
they 
threaten the rule of Capone. 
Capone has reduced all other gang 
leaders to the status of middlemen. 
They now buy alcohol, beer 
and 
whiskey from the Capone syndicate 
and retail it to saloonkeepers, speak­ 
easy proprietors and beer flat own­ 
ers in their 
respective 
territories. 
They pay $37.50 a barrel to Capone 
or his agents for beer and retail it 
at $55 a barrel. 
It may be the 
price will be raised to $60 a barrel 
to further augment 
the 
"Capone 
fund” that is now being raised. 
Gets Sentence Friday 
Capone, meanwhile, is in seclusion 


at his headquarters in the Lexington 
Hotel awaiting next 'Mday when he 
and his lawyers will appear in Fed­ 
eral 
Judge 
James H. Wilkerson s 
court. 
On that day Capone’s coun­ 
sel will file motions designed to com­ 
bat his convictions for income lax 
fraud. 
The date of the

originally set for today, was advanc­ 
ed when Defense Attorney Michael 
Ahem asked more time for prepara­ 
tion,^ 
Should Judge Wilkerscn refuse to 
grant Capone a new trial Friday, the 
judge has it in his power to refuse 
an appeal bond and to order him to 
prison immedtatly.

tion to strike out 253 names from 
the voting list of the Fourth District 
of Wilmerding, stronghold 
of 
the 
Volpe political faction, before the 
November election, wan filed in com­ 
mon pleas court today. 
Hearing 
was set for next Friday. 
Attorney Mayer Sniderman, coun­ 
sel for George Munro chairman of 
the Independent Republican party 
in Wilmerding, in filing the petition, 
charged that 240 of the names were 
those of “phantom voters” who do 
not even exist. 
Nine were claimed 
to be unnaturalized citizens and 
five persons who are now dead. 
The list of 253 names shows four 
alleged “phantoms” registered from 
the home of Louis Volpe, veteran 
Republican leader; five 
from 
the 
home of Peter Grillo, Volpe lieuten 
ant; 11 from the 
home 
of 
Paul 
Danga o, another Volpe leader, and 
three from the home of 
Carmine 
Trengii, judge of elections 
in 
the 
Fourth District. 
Joseph Capo, a borough register- 
assessor, was charged in the petition 
with registering the names illegally 
in the rccord book now in possession 
of the county bureau of elections. 
Munro requested the court to or­ 
der Capo and the book be brought 
before the bench and the alleged il­ 
legal names stricken off before they 
can be fraudulently used in the gen­ 
eral election, two weeks from today. 
Munro charged further that tax 
receipts have already been secured 
for all of the 253 names, with the 
intention of casting ballotc for them 
in the election.

Says State Could Save 
By Reducing Salaries 


Senator Swanson 
Suffers Attack 


Virginia Senator Stricken 'With 
Stomach Ailment At York- 
town Celebration 


(From News Bureau) 
(State Capital) 
HARRISBURG, Oct, 20.—Salary 
reductions for the higher paid state 
employes 
has 
been suggested by 
some members of the General As­ 
sembly to help finance projects for 
unemployment relief. When the ex­ 
tra session meets next month it is 
probable that some effort may be 
made on the floor of the legislative 
branch to lower salaries. 
Representative 
Fred 
Patterson, 
veteran Beaver county member, is 
the chief advocate of lowering the 
salaries of the higher paid employes. 
He has been gathering data on the 


number of employes and the salaries 
paid. 
Patterson claims that several mil­ 
lion dollars could be saved by a sal­ 
ary /eduction. 
He declares the 
money allocated for wages in the 
appropriations made by the regular 
session this year for the present 
biennium could be turned in for 
construction projects. 
The Beaver county member bases 
his argument for lowering salaries 
of public employes on the action of 
private enterprises when wages have 
been cut. Patterson holds that pub­ 
lic employes 
are 
no 
better than 
those in private business when costs 
are being reduced.

Failure of the United States to 
act with the other signatory pow­ 
ers of the Kellogg Pact was ex­ 
plained as due to a desire of the 
State Department to avoid embar­ 
rassing the Japanese Government. 
It was said that the dispatch of 
the “peace note" was left to the 
discretion” of each signatory power 
and that it was felt here a note from 
the United States at this time might 
serve further to inflame Japanese 
military opinion. 
State Department officials inti­ 
mated An American note might yet 
be dispatched to Japan and that 
the subject was still under consid­ 
eration. 
No effort, however, has 
been made as yet to draft the text.
